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Title: INHIBITORS OF FATTY ACID AMIDE HYDROLASE 

REMARKS 

This responds to the Final Office Action mailed on May 26, 2009. 

Claims 1, 3, 4, 9, 11, 13, 15, and 16 are amended, claims 5-8 are canceled, and no claims 
are added; as a result, claims 1-4 and 9-18 are now pending in this application. The amendments 
are supported by the specification and the claims as filed. For example, support for the 
amendment to claim 4 can be found at least in Figure 4. The amendment to claim 16 is to clarify 
the scope of the subject matter of that claim. No new matter has been added. 

§ 772 Rejection of the Claims 

Claims 1-3, 9-11, and 13-17 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as 
being allegedly indefinite. This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

The tenn "if" following the term "wherein" in the definition of linkage subunit B has 
been deleted in claims 1, 9, and 13. This amendment is believed to overcome the rejection 
outlined in the first paragraph at page 3 of the Office Action. Reconsideration and withdrawal of 
the rejection is respectfully requested. 

At page 3 of the Office Action, third paragraph, the Examiner encouraged Applicant to 
redraw the stmcture of the base claims 1 and 9. Applicant has amended claims 1, 9, and 13 by 
effectively combining two structural elements into one, for each of the claims, as indicated in the 
amendments above. Applicant has also amended language in each of claims 1, 9, and 13 to 
provide more precise, clear, correct and unambiguous claims. The amendments to claims 3, 1 1, 
and 15 was necessitated by the removal of the term "het" from claims 1, 9, and 13. Applicant 
respectfully submits that the amendments have placed each of the claims in condition for 
allowance. Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 4, 12, and 18 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
were indicated to be allowable if rewritten in independent form. Applicant thanks the Examiner 
for this favorable assessment.
